Sim:—On Saturday last I had occasion to 
visit North Kanyon Ward. On my arrival 1! 
saw a gatheriug of the people. After # short 
respite, I resorted to the place, and found the 
principal citizens present. The object of the. 
meeting was presented before them. Five 
men were chosen to draft a preamble and reso 
lutions to express the sense of the peuple in 
regard to holding their wheat from low prices 
in the market. After the committee had re- 
tired and difcussed, they returned and reported 
their ‘preamble and resolutions. They get 
forth in streng termns thelr feelings and views 
in relation to breadstuffs, and referred to the 
famine which had left its heavy mark upon 
the memory of every citizen in our territory, 
and a rebuke upon the present extravagance in 
the traffic of that article by some of the flour- 
dealers and merchants in and about our moun- 
tain home. They set ferth iu their resulutions 
what they believed to be their duty in the 
premises, they first resolved to sell no wheat | 
short of $2 per busbel, nor flour short of $6 | 
per hundred. 

When the resolutions were published to the | 
whole congregation on Sunday, there was an | 
unanimous respunse by the whole assembly.
